2. ) Claim Rejections- 35 U.S.C.§ 102 

Claims 1-3 stand rejected under 35 U.S,0, § 102(e) as t^ing anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No 6,603,763 issued to Koshino (hereinafter "Koshino-j. To support such 
rejection, Koshino must disclose every element of the invention as claimed. More 
particulany. "a claim is anticipated only if each and eve^ element as se, forth ,n the 
Claim is found, either expressly or inherently described, in a single prior art reference. 
Vemega^ Bros. v. Union CM Co. of Cm^r^a. 814 F.2d 628, 631, 2 USPa2d 1051, 
1053 (Fed Cir. 1987). "The identical invention must be shown in as complete detail as 
is contained in the ... claim.' RfcAamson v. SuaiW Motor Co., 868 F.2d 1226, 1236, 9 
USPQ2d1913 1920 (Fed. Cir. 1989). With the above requirement in m.nd. Applicants 
respectfully traverse this rejection insofar as it applies to the amended independent 
Claim 1 per cBscussion below. 

Regarding claim 1, Applicants nave amended it to better distinguish the cla-med 
invention from Koshino. More specifically, a record of unique PDSN Id numbers ,s 
genemted at the at least one PCF and such at least one PCF is communicatively
